Variety of things, we /hould ftill offer fomething New, if we only conjrder, 
That no one thing in Nature won't admit of endlets Vanity, for in- 
Stance ina Triangle, the Bafe may remain unalterable, and the fame, and yet 
the other two fades may be infinitely diverfified ; “tis certain that immenfe 
Diftance betwizt us,and the utmoft fixt Star difcoverable either by the Eyeor 
a Teletcope, bears fome certain proportion to. the Semidiameter, not only of 
our Earth, but the leaft difference we can imagin; therefore a Triangle a- 
mong other Properties, with any afign'd Bafe, may be fo intented, as truly 
and properly to Delign that yet inexpreffible diftance; Volumes might be 
Writ npona Triangle, Nay, of any one Property of a Triangle ; in- 
finite therefore is the [ubject Matter of all things that fall under the cognie 
zance of our Senfes and Intellectuals. "Twill then be no wonder if Athens 
Refolves new Queftions .z long as there are Perfons to fend "em, whofe 
Notions of Things do in fome re[pect as much differ as their Faces. Courage 
th-refore Honeft Querift, and never think the Fountain will be Ex- 
havited; me /Lan’t indeed always promife much Senfe or Pertinency in every 
Anfwer, but me baveworfe luck than Epicurus bis Atoms, if we don't bit 
fometimes, and even our Errors may bave agood ufein’em, they may fet fome 
perfons f thinking to cautl, or do better, who otiver wife perbaps would never elfe 
bave been guilty of Thinking all their Life-time. 
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
